About two years ago, after Tebbetts 
had been appointed as their guardian, 
Mrs. Rickart went into the Probate 
Court and asked that the’ guardianship 
be transferred to her, and that she be 
made trustee of the children's estate in 
place of Tebbetts and A. P. de Camp. 
She also asked for guardianship of the 
girls’ brother, Lewis Tebbetts Breck. 
Since then the boy has reached the age 
of 14 and has chosen Mrs. Rickart as 
his. guardian. 

Mrs. Rickart won her cage in the Pro- 
bate Court, but Tebndetts carried it to 
the:Court of Appgals. Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Rickart filed a’ habeas corpus suit to 
obtain possession of the girls.

But the official versions of the trag- 
cdy are glaringly defective—as palpably 
ingincere as the official explanations 
that Gustavo Madero “attempted to es- 
cape’ when he was shot to death in 
t}» arsenal as the first step of the new 
Guvernment toward extermination vf 
the old blood. 

No eyewitnesses to the midnight 
glaughter have come forward to tell 
what took piace, excepting the officers 
of the guard, who value their lives too 
highly to gainsay the story handed out 
lLours after the murder by Prov. -lonai 
President Huerta and his Foreign Min- 
ister, Francisco Leon de la Barra. 

No one will care to question openly 
the truth of the Government's assertion, 
unless it be one like the frantic sister 
of Madero, Mercedes, who hurled this 
Gefiance in the face of the officers at 
the penitentiary after pleading in vain 
today for the body of her brother: 

“Cowards! Assassins: You fired ona 
defenseless man! You murderers! You 
traitors!” . 

Dry eyed and defiant, the spirited 
girl continued to shrivel the speechless 
officers with her scornful tirade until 
members of the diplomatic corps led her 
and her’ widowed sister-in-law, Senora 
Madero, from the prison. 

How Government Explains. 

The Government explains that a party 
of Maderistas attacked the guards who 
were convoying Madero and Suarez in 
two automobiles to the penitentiary, 
which is on the outskirts of the city. 
The official announcements state that 
two of the attacking party were killed, 
but their bodies have not been produced 
and no opportunity has been afforded 
for verification of the official state- 
ments. 

Only one person outside of the offices 
immediately concerned in the tragedy 
is known to have been anywhere near 
the scene. The city had gone to bet. 
The lonely sparsely settled road to the 
penitentiary was practically deserted. 
The announcement had been made 
early in the evening that Madero 
and Suarez already had been trans- 
ferred to the prison and were 4s- 
sured of safe keeping and a fair 
trial. The effort had been made 
to convey to the outside world that 
exile, rather than trial on trumped-up 
charges, had been decided on by the 
Cabinet as Madero’s fate. 

The lights of the National Palace 
were out. The moon shone brightly 
upon the wreckage of the city. Only 
one man outside of the few in the con- 
fidence of the new dictatorship seems 
to have been apprised of what was 
going to take place. He was a Mexico 
newspaper reporter, who had received 
a tip to watch the palace. 

All day this reporter hung about the 
palace. At dusk the friend who nad 
posted him, told him that for some rea- 
son the authorities had determined not 
to transfer Madero and Suarez from 

the palace to the penitentiary until 
Sunday. 

Distrusting this information, the re- 
porter persisted in his watch. Taking 
a post in the park in front of the cathe- 
dral, he kept watch on the three front 
entrances of the palace and the portal 
from the War Department into the 
Calle Moneda. 

At 1:15 o'clock he saw the doors of the 
War Department into the Calle Moneda 
ewing open. Two automobiles came out 
with a short space between them. Un- 
der the bright light of the electric arc 
over the door he could distinguish plain- 
ly in the first car the short, black-beard- 
ed figure of Francisco I. Madero. Next 
to him, in the tonneau, sat an officer, 
who proved to be Maj. Juan Cardenas of 
the Seventh Rurales. Another officer of 
the rurales sat beside the chauffeur, 
ho wore a soldier’s uniform. 

in the second car, as it rolled out un- 
der the electric light, the reporter could 
recognize the long, lanky form of Jose 
Pino Suarez, with his stooped shoulders 
nnd hooked nose. Another officer of the 
rurales sat beside Suarez, whose chauf- 
feur also was a soldier. 

“The automobiles came out of the 
War Department so fast,” said the re- 
porter today, “that in turning to the 
right to go toward the penitentiary one 
of them could not make the curve and 
ran upon the sidewalk on the opposite 
side of the street. 

“I had about given up my watch at 

_11 o'clock, when every light in the 
palace, excepting in the office of the 
guard had been put out,” continued the 
reporter. “‘There are no coaches in the 
riaza. All that I could do was to fol- 
low on foot. I ran up the Calle Monedd 
as fast as I could, but the automobiles 
were out of sight before I could reach 
the entrance of the War Department. 
I started in pursuit toward the peniten- 
tiary, knowing that it must be the 
destination of the machines. 

Shots Seon Are Heard. 

“The shortest route to the peniten- 
tiary is to follow out the Calle Moneda 
a dozen blocks, then cut through a side 
street to the left, coming out op Calle 
Lecumbarry, a fairly wide cobble-paved 
street, lined with poor houses and little 
shops. The Lecumbarry ends at the 
fromt entrance of the penitentiary. 
Houses are scattered among vacant lots 
as one approaches the prison which 
fronts on an unoccupied space. 

“One can go from the palace to the 
penitentiary by automobile in four or 
five minutes, by coach In 15 and by walk- 
ing briskly In 25 minutes. There being 
"nc coaches in the deserted streets, there 
was nothing for me to do but continue 

on foot, which I did, on a run. 

“I had gone a third of the way up the 
Calle Lecumbarra toward the peniten- 
tlary when I heard shots ahead. They 
sounded further away than the front of 
the penitentiary and, as it proved after- 
ward, they were behind the prison. 

“I couldn't tell at the time whether

ve sounded louder had they been fired

They led from midway in front 
entirely along the north side and turned 
Sharply to the south, paralleling the 
eastern wall. 

“Here I stopped for a minute by the 
corner of the wall. I was afraid, for 
I didn’t know what might happen to 
an uninvited spectator. The shadows 
thrown by the lights of the peniten- 
tiary mark a dark strip extending ou 
from the wall 20 feet or more. Rignt 
in the edge of the shadow, halfway to 
the rear, there was a group of men 
and two automobiles. The men were 
running about. Finally they gathered 
some distance away from the automo- 
biles. I saw one man get a lantern 


jand then join the group. Then one of 


them, a soldier, a rurale, came run- 
ning toward me with a rifle in hig 
hand. 

Amnounces the Shooting. 


“*What has happened?’ I asked him. 
He slowed up a little and shouted: ‘Ma- 
dero has been shot!’ 

*“‘Next an officer ran in my direction, 
for I was still standing by the corner. 
‘Madero ig dead,’ he told me. ‘There 
was a fight; they tried to rescue him. 
He was shot and Suarez, too.’ 

***May I proceed?’ I asked. 

*‘He told me yes, that it was all over."’ 

“Before I could get to the group they 
lifted the two bodies and came witn 
them in the direction from which I was 
walking. Three men were carrying 
each body, one man had the arms and 
two other men had hold of them by 
legs. Their heads were hanging down. 

‘“‘Suarez's body was first. There were 
no marks to tell where he had been 
shot, but I heard one soldier say he 
had been struck in the back cf the 
head. Madero I could scarcely recog- 
nize excepting for his beard. 

“They put down Madero’s body a min- 
ute to rest and I was very near to it. 
His vest was open where they had tried 
to feel if his heart was beating. 

“I went with. them to the front of 
the penitentiary. 

_“ "How did it happen?’ I asked an 
officer. 


Officer Gives His Version. 


“*We were nearly to the penitentiary, 
he said, ‘when I heard shots. Socveral 
men ran toward the automobiles. We 
thought it an attempt at rescue and 
tried to get away by going around the 
penitentiary, then heading back towar:! 
the palace, but finally we had io stop. 
We shot at the men. It all happened 
in a minute or two. Madero and Suarez 
yumped from the cars and started to 
run. Who shot them, I do not know. 
The men who attacked us fled. Then 
we found Madero and Suarez en the 
ground. Madero was gaspiag, bu* 
S..arez did not stir or make a svuvnd.’ 
“They would not let me go into the 
penitentiary, but ordered me away I 
stayed until the bodies had been carried 
in, then ran all the way back to the 
city to my office.

Descendant of the Patriarch Evaristo Madero, 
and Educated in Faris and California, He 
Dared to Fight for Rights of Man. 





Francisco I. Madero’s family springs 
from Evaristo Madero, patriarch of a 
large clan that for years had inhab- 
ited the oasis of Parras, in the Coahuila 
desert. A giant in size and strength, 
Evaristo was first smuggler, then mil- 
lionaire and Governor of the State and 


/ finally founder of vast wine and cotton 


industries. His sons and daughters mar- 
ried among the richest families of 
Northern Mexico. Evaristo’s eldest son, 
Francisco, Francisco I’s father, married 
8 wealthy Monterey woman, by whom he 
had 12 children. He became a banker 
and once was Minister from Mexico to 
Russia. 


Educated in Paris and at the Univer- 
sity of California, Francesco I. Madero 
was imbued with socialistic ideals, spir- 
itualism and idealism. While farmiag 
in San Pedro, Coahuila, he clashed 
with the Government of Porfirio Diaz 
at the age of 30, when Madero’s ‘n- 
dependent candidate was counted out. 
In the State election of 1906 he opposed 
the Diaz regime with an independent 
candidate for Governor, who was again 
ignored by the Diaz machine. Then 
in 1910 he organized a national con- 
vention in opposition to Diaz and was 
nominated for the presidency against 
him. 

First Untrammeled Campaign. 

For the first time in Mexican history 
an untrammeled national campaign was 
carried on by Madero, until Diaz had 
him thrown irto jail for sedition. The 
charge could not be substantiated, but 
other accusations were found against 
Madero and his father to insure their 
silence until after the elections were 
over. But the younger Madero obtained 
his release from jail, and fleeing to San 
Antonio, Tex., proclaimed the revolution, 
with the cry ‘“‘Actual suffrage; no re- 
election!’’ 

Revolutionary agitation was at once 
begun by Francisco Madero Sr. and his 
eight sons, in New York and Washing- 
ton, where Gustavo Madero, who was 
murdered last week in the Mexico City 
arsenal by Diaz’s soldiers, was press 
agent for the cause. Francisco I. Ma- 
dero appeared across the Rio Grande 
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Nov. 9, 1910, in alllance with Pascual 
Orozco. By March 6, 1911, peace nego- 
tiations with Diaz followed President 
Taft’s dispatch of troops to the Mexican 
border until Madero took Juarez, May 
9, and the revolution triumphed. 


Elected for Five Years. 

De la Barra became provisional presi- 
dent after Diaz’s resignation and exile 
to Europe. When Francisco I. Madero 
was nominated for President he was op- 
posed by Gen. Bernardo Reyes, who 
raised the cry of fraud. Opponents of 
the Madero regime have often since re- 
peated the charge of undue haste and 
lack of regularity. 

Madero was inaugurated for a five- 
year term, Nov. 6, 1911. The “San Luis 
Potosi statement,” in which he was 
quoted as binding himself to distribute 
large estates among the impoverished 
peons, was later partly disavowed, but 
disappointment on this score was given 
as one reason for opposition to his rule. 
Orozco in the north and Zapata in the 
south headed rebellions that Madero 
could never overcome. 

Patriotism Never Attacked. 

Objections to Madero’s government 
by the Mexican opposition have been 
that 140 members of his family were 
appointed to offices, headed by Gustavo 
Madero, the ‘“‘man higher up,” of whom 
even the Senate and Chamber of Dep- 
uties stood in awe, organizatien of a 
band of thugs, ‘‘La Porra,’’ of Mexico 
City, who wreaked personal vengeance 
or enemies of the Maderos, while his 
leniency to Gen. Felix Diag last Octo- 
ber, when the latter revolted in Vera 
Cruz and Madero spared him, turned 
the fickle Mexican populace in Diaz's 
favor. 

His friends assert that personally Ma- 
dero was an idealistic dreamer, whose 
one thought was the welfare of his 
country—too soft and good a man for 
practical achievement in a land con- 
vulsed by political dissension and so- 
cia] unrest. He was a sincere believer 
in the rights of man and in seif-gov- 
ermment, and none of his enemies has 
attacked his personal rectitude cr pa- 
triotism. 








afd that an alleged rescue 
swarmed down upon them. 

But the only near witness to the whole 
incident declares that there were no 
rrounted escorts, that the two automo- 
hiles with the ‘doomed men and their 
guard of § soldier-executioners went 
alone.

Course of Autos Traced. 
When the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
reached the penitentiary, tracks of tie 
automobiles through the dust to the 
rear of the building still could be 
traced. They followed the street line 
for about 200 yards down the east wall 
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of the prison, then became confused 
and looked as though the cars parted 
company, one swerving abruptly toward 
the wall and stopping 15 or 20 yards 
from the road, the other proceeding a 
few yards further, then cutting off into 
the fleld to the left to the places where 
Madero and Suareg fell, ® or 380 feet 
from the prison wall. Madero had lain 
farthest to the right from where on 
of the cars stopped. Diagonally to the 
left, in the direction of the wall, was 
where Suarez dropped. 

Through three feet of masonry on the 
other side of the prison wall, opposite 
the spot where the two men fell, sur- 
geons were busy today with shining 
knives and saws in grim requirement of 
the autopsy ordered by the officials. 
Opposite the spot where the two men 
fell there were three small hollows in 
the stone wall made by stray bullets 
from the fusillade. 

Neither cajolery nor argument could 
secure relaxation of the orders of the 
officers in command of the guardhouse 
outside the main entrance that none be 
admitted without personal orders of the 
President or Minister of War. 

“You Know all there is to know,” 
one said, smiling. ‘“‘Senors Madero and 
Suarez are dead. Undoubtedly inside 
the surgeons are making sure of a cer- 
tainty.

They were shot while their 
foolish friends were trying to rescue 
them. That is to be deplored, for oth- 
erwise they would now be alive.’’

Killing of Madero Held to Have 
Been Murder—‘“U. S. 
Task Difficult.”’

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The morning news- 
papers denounce the killing of Francisco 
I. Madero and Jose Pino Suarez as 
senseless and barbarous. The Standard 
stigmatizes it as ‘indefensible crime, 
imposing a load of infamy on Presiden: 
Huerta’s administration.”’ 

The Times says: “Unless and until 
the new Government can prove to the 
hilt the not very plausible story which 
they have published, foreign observers 
would remain of the opinion that the 
removal of the two Maderos and Sua- 
rez is but fresh proof that the innate 
ferocity of Mexican politicians and mili- 
tary adventurers remains untamed. 
“The most for which the unhappy 
country can hope is the restoration of 
#® rule not worse than that of Diaz 
With all its defects and all its crimes, 
it was at least better then the per- 


e+e poet civil war which seems to be the 
re) 


nly alternative to it.’’ 

Predicts U. 8S. Intervention. 

The Standard declares that Ameri- 
can intervention in Mexico can hardly 
be delayed longer, and that British 
opinion will be wholly sympathetic to 
any action on which the Washington 
Cobinet would decide. 

The Daily Graphic says the shooting 
of Madero and Suarez shows that noth. 
ing has changed in Mexico and that 
rothing will be changed until either 
another Diaz arises or “the vig stick” 
from the North realizes its duty “in 
these anarchic wilds.”’ 

The Daily Mail, after referring to 
Huerta’s promise that Madero would not 
be executed without a trial, declares: “‘A 
great neighboring State is not lightly 
mocked,” and adds that, though the 
presence of American troops on the 
Texas boundary does not carry an in- 
ference of intervention, ‘“‘for both human 
and political reasons a certain obliga- 
tion is laid upon the United States Gov- 
ernment to compel a restoration of good 
government in its neighbor republic in 
which civilization and elemental passion 
are so strangely mingled. Such accidents 
cannot be allowed to occur often, and 
the moral compulsion to this task and 
the delicacy of it are the measures of 
seriousness of the present crisis.’’ 

The Daily Express, referring to what 
it terms President Taft’s hesitation to 
act in Mexico, says revolution and an- 
archy do not stand on presidential eti- 
quette and that the security of life and 
property in Mexico will not wait while 
President-elect Wilson installs himself. 

The Express describes an expedition- 
ary force of 3000 American troops as “a 
pill for an earthquake,’’ and declares 
such a venture will need 100,000 men. The 
newspaper urges the British Government 
to press for immediate action on the 
Washington Government. 

American Task Difficult. 

The Daily Chronicle points out that 
British and American capital are in- 
vested in Mexico on an enormous scale 
and Washington cannot overlook the 
fact. It adds order is the only alter- 
native to ultimate American interven- 
tion, and consequently the demand for 
a strong man seems to be increasing 
among the Mexicans. ‘Failing the 
strong man what will the United States 
do? Her military task, if she attempt- 
ed one, would be of enormous difficulty. 
Mexican ways of campaigning are as 
peculiar and difficult as Boer ways, 
and an army larger than that whicn 
conquered the Boer republics would be 
required.”’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘Madero has 
been murdered, and the United States 
Government is expressing the world’s 
indignation at the treachery which 
brought the Huerta administration into 
office and the ruthlessness with which 
they are exercising their probably brief 
tenure of power. 

‘“‘Any middle course, such as the finan- 
cial or military propping by the United 
States of one or another of the Mexi- 
can leaders and a sort of Mexican Cuba 
could only be achieved by a combina- 
tion of luck and the most adroit diplo- 
macy. The effect, however, of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine is to throw upon the United 
States the onus of acting, not only on 
her behalf, but on behalf of civilization. 
Nobody can envy her the task of ap- 
proaching which she deserves from Eu- 
me no grudging measure of moral sup- 
part.””

SUFFRAGE IN TWO YEARS 


Former Governor of South Da- 
kota Tells Congregation Wom- 
en Would Redeem Lost Men., 

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—Robert S. Ves- 
sey, former Governor of South Dakota, 
in a church address here predicted that 
the entire West would give suffrage to 
women within a few years.

SHOOTING AFFAIR 





Mrs. Maude Stookey Released— 
Man Wounded Has Left 
the City. 





Mrs. Maud C. Stookey of 100A &t. 
Louis avenue, East St. Louis, who was 
arrested following the shooting of Kd- 
ward Moore, a salesman, in the parlor 
of the Barnum Hotel, Jan. 6, was dis- 
charged after a preliminary hearing in 
Judge Miller’s branch of the Court of 
Criminal Correction Monday. 

Moore, who recovered from his wound 
after a week’s confinement at the city 
hospital, was not present at the hear- 
ing. It was stated he had left the city. 

Patrolman Frank Reeves testified tha; 
he arrived at the hotel: a few minutes 
after a shot had been fired and found 
Mrs. Stookey in the parlor bathing 
Moore’s head. The latter was suffering 
from a scalp wound. 
Reeves said he asked Moore who had 
shot him and that Moore pointed to 
Mrs. Stookey, whereupon she stated: 
“Yes, he’ll not wreck the lives of any 
more women.” 
Patrolman William Roepke corrobo- 
rated Reeves’ testimony. Mrs. Stookey 
did not testify and Judge Miller, in or- 
dering her discharge, said it had not 
been clearly established that she shot 
Moore. 
Attorney William L. Fitzgerald, repre- 
senting Circuit Attorney Harvey, re- 
ferred to Supreme Court decisions in 
support of his contention that a prima 
facia case had been presented and that 
the statements of the policemen were 
sufficient to hold Mrs. Stookey for the 
erand jury, but he was overruled. 
After Mrs. Stookey had departed from 
the courtroom, Fitzgerald intimated that 
the Circuit Attorney’s office might take

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DEFIANT, UNDUTIFUL FATHERS. 

A few days ago, in answer to an inquiry from 
& mother, the Post-Dispatch quoted the law 
which provides a penalty for a father or moth- 
e¢ who abandons or fails to support a child 
under 16 years of age. The penalty is three 
years’ imprisonment or a fine of $1000. 

Another mother writes that the law failed 
ip her case, because the Prosecuting Attorney 
advised her that there was little use trying to 
enforce this law, as the father would simply go 
elsewhere, out of the State, and she would bet- 
ter make the best of a bad business. 

There is, unfortunately, a good deal of truth :n 
this. Examination of tlhe index to the statutes 
shows that our laws are chiefly with reference to 
Property, and law officers and courts are usually 
more alert and perseveriug in cases involving 
property rights than they ave in cases involving 
the duty of persons to each other. A stolen case 
of jewels or a rifled safe will set a body of detec- 
tives at work, svt a child starving because its 
father ueglects or refuses to provide food for !t 
offers little incentive for activity. There are just 
two clauses in the State Inws dealing with pa- 
rental duty, but many pages on the various rights 
and wrongs of property.

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LET US BE PATIENT. 

If the Huerta government was a party to the 
plot to assassinate Madero and Suarez, it is be- 
yond the pale of civilized governments. Such 
an inhuman crime, coupled with the murder of 
Gustavo Madero and a series of arbitrary brutal 
acts, inaugurates a reign of terror with indefinite 
consequences in counter revolution and retalia- 
tion. Moreover it tends to alienate sympathy 
throughout the civilized world and to increase 
the pressure for intervention. 

The incident is unfortunate under any circum- 
stances. The Huerta government was under a 
heavy moral obligation to protect the former 
President and Vice-President. No matter how 
the men were killed, it cannot now wipe out 
suspicion of complicity or avert public judgment 
of its savage character and purpose. 

The most unfortunate result of the bloody 
events of the Diaz revolution is their effect on 
American public opinion. They arouse intense 
indignation and thus strengthen the demand for 
intervention. The cruelty and treachery of Span- 
ish authorities in Cuba brought. on the Spanish 
War and it is easy to imagine a condition in 
Mexico which would cause such horror and in- 
dignation in this country that reason would be 
overthrown. 

Never was a greater need of patience and wis- 
dom in the United States and of patriotism in 
Mexico. It is not our business what the Mexi- 
cans do to their public men or the revolutionist 
leaders do to each other. It is our business 
only to protect foreign residents, but chaotic and 
barbarous conditions in Mexico make adherence 
to wise and patient policy difficult. 

The death of Madero and Suarez causes pro- 
found regret throughout the civilized world. The 
late President of Mexico deserved a better fate. 
He was a man of culture and refinement. His 
good intentions were manifest. He was humane. 
He spared President Diaz and saved the life of 
Felix Diaz when his execution as a rebel was 
justified. He tried to substitute constitutional 
government for strong-arm despotism. How far 
he miscalculated Mexican conditions is proved 
by his deposition and death at the hands of 
treacherous butchers. 

But is is not for us to decide for the Mexicans 
whether they shall have order under constitution 
and laws or order under despotism and butchery. 
Let us be patient until it is demonstrated that 
order and respect for life and property are im- 
possible without intervention. 
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Francisco Madero, martyr, will do more damage 
to the ambitious plans of the savage cabal than 
Madero, dreamer, in a position of command and 
power. ) :

It looks now as if this woman's yote 
question will have its first submission 
to the Missour! men voters at the elec- 
tion of November, 1914. The ‘resolution 
for the constitutional amendment seems 
quite certain of adoption by the Legis- 
lature. 

Of course the question {s not one of 
sentiment—except as it involves political 
ethics. It is a question, when all is 
said, of the practical value of extending 
the suffrage to women. A woman has 
no more natural right to vote than a 
man has, or than a child has. 

Recent social evolution and develop- 
ment of industry have made it generally 
believed, by men and women alike, that 
ii would be politically helpful for women 
to vote. Problems of women and chil- 
dren’s labor, of schooling, of morality, 
and the like, are especially within the 
scope of women's understanding and 
women’s intuition. 

Perhaps the impending first essay in 
Missouri will not succeed. Such meas- 
ures frequently require two campaigns. 
But that Missouri will soon enfrancise 
its women, as Kansas and nine other 
states have done already, !s hardly to 
be doubted.
